E was Son of William and Marga- 
ret Barcroft, born near Ro/enallies 
in the een s-Connty, about the Year 1663, 
and was Educated in the Way of Truth 
by his Parents; and when young was reli- 
giouſly inclined, being a corſtant Comer 
to Meetings, and a diligent Waiter there- 
in, and grew in the Knowledge of GOD, 
and Myſteries of His Heavenly Kiug- 
dom. 

Hr was a great Sufferer in the com- 
mon Calamity in the Time of the late 
War, and was one of the firſt Friends 
who came to near Edenderry after the Wars; 
to which Meeting he did belong, and was

very helpful at that Time to encourage 
ſome few Families, to meet together to 
worſhip GOD, and became very ſervice- 
able in the ſaid Meeting, which is ſince be- 
come large. | Tp. 


About the Thirty-Third Year of his 
Age, the LOR D was pleaſed to endua 
him with a Gift in the Miniſtry; and 
growing therein, he approved himſelf a 
faithful Labourer, and often viſited the 
Meetings of Friends in this Nation, as 
alſo in ſeveral Parts of England, and par- 
ticularly that of attending the Service of 
the yearly-Meeting in London. 


It may be truly ſaid he was given up 
in Body and Subſtance to ſerve the LORD, 
Hs Church and People, and was a Preach- 
er of Righteouſneſs, not only in Word 
and Doctrine, but in Life and Converſa- 
tion. His Miniſtry was plain and Living, 
not forward in appearing, but when he 
had a Neceſſity; and when ſo concern'd 
it was both ſeaſonable and ſuitable, and 
to the Comfort and Encouragement of 
Sion's Mourners, Much might be ſaid con- 
cerning him, which for Brevity's Sake is 
omitted. He was taken off by a thort 
Sickneſs, his Diitzmper being heavy upon 
him, which he bore patiently.

E was Educated in the Way of 
Truth by his Parents; and, 'when 
but a Youth was a conitant Comer to 
Meetings, and a diligent Waiter therein; 
wherein he grew in the Knowledge of 
GOD, and in the Myſteries of His Hea- 
venly Kingdom; his circumſpect Conver- 
ſation

ſation amongſt Men greatly adorned his 
Profeſſion ; he was a great Suitzrer in the 
common Calamity in the Lime of the late 
War, and was the firit Friend who came 
after the War to ſettle near Edenderry, and 
was very helplul to encourage ſome few 
Families in mecting together ro worſhip 
GOD. (icveral of us have known him above 
Forty Years) and about the Thirty-third 
Year of his Lite, the LO R D was pleaſed 
to call him to be a Miuiſter of the GosptL, 
in which he faithiully labour'd in the Work 
thereof, and oſten viſited the Meetings of 
Friends in this Nation; as alſo in ſeveral 
Parts of England, and hath been ſeveral 
Times at the yearly Meeting at London. 

Ir may be truly ſaid he was freely gi- 
ven up in Body and Subſtance to ſerve the 
LORD, His Church and People; he did 
not only preach in Word and Doctrine, 
but alſo in Lite and Converſation; he had 
a Living Miniſtry, being often drawn forth 
for the Comtort and Encouragement of 
Sion's Mourners. 

He was concerned for the Good of the 
Church, and very helpful in the Diſcipline 
thereof, his Service is much miſſed amongſt 
us, (eſpecially in the Meeting to which 
he did belong) where his Memory lives 
in the Hearts of many, with Sweetneſs;

he greatly labour d for Love and Unity 
among Friends, but when his Labour had 
not its deſired Effect, it was great Grief 
and Trouble to him. 

HE was ready and willing to viſit Friends 
both rich and poor, when in Affliction, ei- 
ther of Body or Spirit, and was often 
drawn forth in Supplication to the LORD 
for the young Generation, a Man greatly 
beloved by his Friends and Neighbours, 
and hath left a good Savour behind him. 

He was endowed with a good Under- 
ſtanding in Natural Things, and was very 
helpful to many by Advice and otherwiſe, 
both in Phyſic and Surgery, which he did 
freely, without Money: Much might be 
ſaid concerning him. 

He was taken off with a ſhort Sickneſs, 
his Diſtemper being heavy upon him, which 
he bore patiently, did not ſpeak much, 
* a little before his Departure he ſaid his 

ime was ſhortning faſt, and deſired thoſe 
about him to be ſtill, who quietly departed 
this Life the 24th of the Eleventh Month, 
1722, and tho' our Loſs be great, yet we 
believe it is his great Gain. 

He died aged about Sixty Years, a Mi-

T is in my Mind to write ſomething 
concerning =" dear Husband John 
Barcroft, deceas' d, viz. 


He was Religiouſly inclin'd from a 
Youth, and after it pleaſed the Lord to 
__ us in Marriage, he grew in the bleſſed 

ruth; and after ſome Time it pleaſed 
the LORD to endue him with a Gift in the 
Miniſtry, in which he was concerned to 
diſcharge his Duty faithfully. He was al- 
ſo gifted in Diſcipline in the Church, 
which he managed in the Ability of Truth; 
and I may ſay when he Pack a Concern 
upon his Mind to travel Abroad, in the Ser- 
vice of Truth, he thought nothing too 
near to part with for Truth's Sake, and 
was a diligent Labourer in his Day tor the 
Good of Souls, and the LORD proſper'd 
the Work in his Hand ; and whilit Ability 
of Body was continued, he ſpared not. 
himſelf, but often detir'd to do his Day's 


concerning her Husband John 
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Work in his Day, not deſiring long Life 
in this World; and when Weakneſs of 
Body attended him that he could not tra- 
vel as formerly, a Concern lay upon him; 
that thoſe that had Ability of Body, an 
were Gifted Men, might do their Day's 
Work whilſt they had Time, for the car» 
rying on that great Work of Reformation, 
this the LORD had begun in the Earth; 
and as he was faithful in the Service of 
Truth, he alſo earneſtly defired the Peace 
of the Church, and laboured as much as in 
him lay, according to the Ability given 
him, to reconcile Differences that did ariſe, 
either amongſt his Friends or Neighbours, 
and was concerned that they might be en- 
' ded according to Juſtice and Equity, he 
deſiring the Good of all Men; and I may 
ſay of him that he was a loving, tender 
1 and an affectionate Father to 
his Children, often giving them good Ad- 
vice, and was concerned for them man 
Times in Prayer, and alſo tor the Offspring 
of Friends in general, that they might be 
brought to the Knowledge of the Bleſſed » 
Truth; he was a Man ot a good Example 
in his Family, and amongſt his Neighbours, 
being of a ſteady Conduct. He was pitti- 
ful to the Poor, and conſtantly kept to 
Meetings when in Health of Body; he was 
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a Sympathizer with the Afﬀicted, and a 
true Friend. His Removal was ſomething 
ſudden unto us; yet in the Time of his 
Illneſs, he lay in a ſweet compoſed Frame 
of Mind, and though it be my great Loſs 
to loſe ſo dear a Companion, I do believe 
it is his great Gain, to be diſſolved and be 
with CHRIST his Redeemer. He de- 

arted this Life the 24th of the Eleventh 


onth 1723, like one falling aſleep : he 
was ſenſible to the laſt: and I am well ſa- 


tisfied is entred into Reſt and Peace with 


the LORD, where the Wicked ceaſe from 
Troubling, and the Weary are at Reſt.

It hath often been in my Mind to leave à ſhort 
Account to my Children of the LOR D's 
gracious Dealings with me (which are as 
follow ) v1te 


was born at Shralegh, near Ro/enallies, 
in the Qreens-County, in Ireland, in 
the Year 1664; about which Time (or 
ſoon aſter) my Parents were convinced 
of the Bleſſed Truth: They were born at 
Couln in Lancaſhire, in England (deſcended 
from a Family of conſiderable Account in 
the World) and came to ſettle in Ireland, 
in, or near the Year 1658: I was the young- 
eſt Child they l when about five 


Years 
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Years old, I went with my Mother to a 
Meeting of the People called QAR RRS, 
held at William Edmundſeus Houle; where 
through the e Preaching of a Servant 
of the LORD, (vz.) Samuel Thornton, I 
wag freptly reached, and tender by the 
L D's Power, inſomuch that I won- 
der'd at it; and as I was going Home af- 
ter the Meeting, told my dear Mother, 
how I had been therein, at which ſhe was 
greatly broken into 'Tears (to my Admira- 
tion) being a worthy, religious Woman : 
From this Time I had a great Love and 
Eſteem for the LOR D's Servants and Peo- 
ple, with a Fear upon me, leſt I ſhould of- 
fend the LORD, after I knew it was His 
Power that had reached unto me, Praife be 
given to His PowWRRTUI Nams; who thus 
touched my Heart when very young, and 
hath been my bh er to this Day. 

In about the Year 1673, my Parents re- 
moved to Ballymorane, in the 1 
ty, where then was no Meeting of Friends, 
but ſoon after, divers Friends came to ſet» 
tle near Edeyzerry, and the 28 Was 
kept for ſome Tithe at my Father's Houſe; 


and being frequently viſited by Friends o 
the Miniftry, many Engliſh Neighbours 
were invited, and came to the Meeting;

Paul, viz. Oh wretched Man that I am, 
who ſball deliver me from the Body of this 
Death. Rom. 7. 24 And I thought 
at Times, it had been happy for me it I 
were as a Fowl of the Air, they Singing 
but I Mourning, and was ſometimes nigh 
to Deſpair; yet the LORD remember'd 
me, mixing Mercy with His Judgments, and 
gave me Hope of His Salvation: So I ſaw 
it was good for me that I had been aflict- 
ed, and known the Pain of the *

emembrance that Saying of the Apoſtle 
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Birth, _"_ before been in a natural 

State. I could write much concerning the 

LORD's Dealings with me in ſuch Times, 

and hope ſhall never forget His Heavenly 

99 which wrought in me in my young 
ays. 

M y Parents now growing antient, and 
being deſirous I ſhould marry, that they 
might ſee me ſettled before their Deaths, 
I Bund my Affection incline towards Eli- 
zabeth T ibbs, Daughter of Henry Tibbs, 
deceaſed, ſuppoſing her to be a religious 


young Woman, and of a good Family; in 


which weighty Concern I often defired the 


LORD to direct me; and after having 


ponder it in my Mind, and waited for 
His Counſel, I acquainted my Parents (and 
Brother then living) and by their Conſent 
applied to her Mother and Step-tather, as 


allo Anthony Sharp, he being left in Truſt 


by her own Father, who all conſenting, I 
proceeded accordingly, and our Marriage 

was accomplith'd in the Year 1685. 
ArTer I was marry'd, we dwelt ſome 
Time at Ballymorane, and had three Chil- 
dren before we removed thence ; but the 
War coming on, the Iriſh grew very wie- 
ked, firſt taking up Horſes and Arms from 
the Proteſtants, ſo proceeded to Plunder- 
ing; and we having then a good Stock, 
they took away not only our Horſes (ſcarce

caving us one to ride on) h ſo our 
bn Cale ang Sheep, 1 4 Fo: Ao 
To that my Wiſe oficn asked, Had they 14: 
xen all? with Deſire it were ſo, that wg 
might be the more quiet: In which trqy- 
blefom Times the LO R greatly helped 
s, and I often opſeryed F119 good Provi- 
dence, in that I and my Wile were not 
bath caft down at once. Thus one was 
made very helpful to the other. 
" Tris general Calamity of this Nation 
was often forctold and declar'd of by that 
antient Servant of the LORD William Ed- 
munaſou, as a Time that would try all our 
Foundations; and we were tried many Ways 
during the War. | 
Arx our Stock was moſtly gone, the 
Ulfter-Iriſh came in great Numbers, ſpread- 
ing over the Country like a diſorderly 
Camp, filling our Houſes with their Offi- 
gers, without Order of Billets, and many 
dying of a violent, mortal Feyer, that was 
amongſt them, were buried in Ditches; yet 
in all theſe perilous Times (except one 
firſt Day of the Week) we diligently kept 
up and attended our Religious Meeting: 
i the Worltip of Aimig/ly COD; an

ing now the largeſt Meeting in the Pro- 
vince of Leinfter, except Dublin; tor J 
was earneſtly concern'd to help many 
Friends to Places to dwell in, which was 
an Enlargement to the Meeting and Com- 
fort to me; and many heavenly comforta- 
ble Seaſons we have had therein, the Glory 
of the LORD ſhining clearly amongſt us:

Ix the Year 1694, I accompany'd that 
a of che LORD 
To Ulſter « Milliam Eamundſon, into the 
firſt Time. North of Ireland, William Fayle 
the elder being with us, we had 
many comfortable Seaſons, and it was a 
good Journey to me; I ſaw the great Need 
of Friends Care one over another, to keep 
Things in Order, and was willing to help 
in this Service, according to the Ability 
given, believing the LOR D had gitted 
me for it, and ſo would have been content 
in this Service; but the LOR D brought 
a further Copcern upon my Spirit (and His 
Word was as a Fire in me) thewing that 
He would ſend me to viſit my Brethren ; 
and that as He had viſited their Fathers fo

being in his Way home, we conclude he 
came directly home from thence, and in 
his uſual Manner frequently attended not 
only the Meeting for Worſhip, to which 
he did belong, in which he was a good 
Example: but alſo when of Ability of Body, 
diligently attended both Monthly Pro- 
vince, and National Meetings, for the 
Management of the good Order and Diſ- 
cipline of the Church, for which he was 
giſted beyond many, and ſerviceable there- 
in; he was alſo — helpful in ending and 
compoſing of Differences that have ha 

pened, both among Friends and others. 


Ir is alſo very obſervable, That beſides 
the Care and Concern that was upon him 
for the Peace and Proſperity of the 
Church, he was deeply affected with a 
Senſe of ſome approaching Calamity, as a 
Scourge from the Almighty; and there- 
fore ſeveral Times was concern'd to warn 
Friends in their Meetings, to prepare for 
a trying Time, which ſeemed to him to be 
very terrible. Under which Concern he 
often put Friends in Mind of the Cala- 
mity which attended the late Revolution 
in this Kingdom, and the wonderful De- 


liverance 


riod or full Stop; on giving Account of 
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liverance which the Lord wrought for 
His People, who truſted in His Delivering 
Arm; about which Time of his Exer-i/e, 
he wrote and publithed the foregoing 
thort prophetick Warning to the Inhahi- 
tants of Great=-=Pritain, and lreland, in the 
Year 1720, which was approved among 
Friends; and which we believe would nave 
been fulfilled e're this, if the Loug- ſuffer- 
ing of GOD, did not far exceed the Hu- 
miliacion of the Children of Men. 

Also in the ſame Year he had a Con- 
cern upon his Mind to viſt the Meetings 
of Friends in the Proyince ot er; which 
he accordingly accompliſh'd, to the Sas 
tisfaction and Comfort of Friends, and his 
own Peacc. 

Wx alto find by ſeveral of his Letters, 
bearing Date from London and Briftol, in 
the Year 1721, that he went to the Year- 


ly Meeting at London, in Company with 
our worthy Friend Thomas Wilſon, and 
other Friends, and had a Meeting as 
they went at Wolverhampton, and was at 
the Burial of John Peaton's Wife at Dud. 


ley; and aiterwards to Broom/Trove, to 
the Quarterly Meeting for Worceſterſhire, 


and ſo paſſed on to London, having fer. 


veral other ſatisſactory Meetings as they

| went, and ftaid the Yearly Meeting; 
and then went to Bath and Briſtol,

Friend Thomas Wilſon to part : But it 
pleaſed the Lord to raiſe him up again, 
who when a little recovered, returned 
homeward, as ſoon as his weak Condition 
would admit, and through Providence got 
home to his Houſe, where his Famil 
and Friends were very glad to ſee him; 
and at 'Times he expreſs'd the Satisfaction 


he had in that Journey, and particularly 


in the Time of his Illneſs while at Briſtol, 
where he was freely given up to die, being 
well ſatisfied that his Peace was made 
with the LORD, whoſe refreſhing Preſence 
he was a Partaker of, in a particular 
Manner, in the 'Time of his Sickneſs.
